According to President Seymour of 
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the AJabama division of the Southern 
Cotton Association, between $10,000,000 
and $15,000,000 of the money of Ala- 
bama farmers went to Western corn 
and oats producers.

MISUNDERSTOOD ORATORY. 

Much mental distress is manifested 
by the New York Independent at the 
oration delivered by a Southern educa- 





tionalist on the occasion of his latest 
New York. It 


especial exception to the orator’s as-

It has been settle i that the negro, having 
humanity, personality, economic value, shall 
be trained for citizenship in this republic 
and that the South itself shall exert intelli 
gent and discriminating influence upon the 
character of that training, because it is its 
duty so to act and because extraneous influ 
ence may carry the negro further from un- 
derstanding and sympathy with his environ- 
ment. 

The Independent wants to know what 
is meant by “extraneous influence” and 
“discriminating influence.” Its anxiety 
und its questioning would pass if it re- 
call the fact that the oratory is an 
evolution with natural accretions, in 
some respects, and that since the turn of 
the twentieth century it has done service 
in segments and with modifications in 
divers and sundry places in this country. 
The particular idea assailed by the 
Independent seems itself to be an evi 
lution. An earlier stage of it appeared 
in the oratory at Lexington, Ky., May 
$, 1906, which was published in the 
itlantic Quarterly in July of 
There it sajd: 


Nouth 
that year. 

It has been settled that the benefits of the 
public schools shall be open to all, regard 
less of class, sect or race, provided that the 
children of the white and black races shall 
be taught in separate schools. It has been 


settled as a necessity of democratic educa 
tion that further class distinctions in eda-

The Rev. James Cannon, Jr., editor 

of the Christian Advocate of Baltimore,

of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South,

list of this Foundation. 

But if the acceptance of a place on this 
Foundation in any way, either directly or 
indirectly, questions or beclouds the Church’s 
ownership, then this Conference confidently 
expects the Board of Trustees not to allow 
any part of the Randolph-Macon System to 
be placed on the Carnegie Foundation. This 
Conference expects of the Board of Trustees 
such a guarantee for the future as shall put 
beyond possible question the moral owner- 
ship by the Church of the entire Randolph- 
Macon System. Nothing less than this is 
due to the Church of today, and nothing less 
than this is due to the memory of those 
faithful men and women of the past who 
gave of their means, their energy, their ad- 
vocacy and, in some instances, gave their 
lives to Randolph-Macon as an institution 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
Any gain, however great, which would deny 
or becloud the Church's moral ownership 
would in reality be not only apparent, it 
would indeed be a loss alike to Randolph- 
Macon and to our Church. 

After a careful hearing and consideration 
of all the facts, we are convinced that in the 
effort made by the Board of Trustees to se- 
cure the benefits of the Carnegie Foundation 
no change was intended by said Randolph- 
Macon System or in its relation to the Bal- 
timore and Virginia Conferences; it is now, 
as it always has heen, a Methodist system. 
Furthermore, we are convinced that it is the 
purpose of the said Board of Trustees to 
continue to hold and administer this trust 
in the future as in the past.

I am not far out of the way 
in saying that if the railroads at this mo 
ment were enabled to secure such money as 
is needed for necessary improvements, to 
gether with the new construction, it would 
start up every steel-manufacturing plant and 
every lumber concern in the United States 
This, of course, would be felt, and all othe: 
lines would be affected accordingly. There 
are very few intelligent people in the United 
States but what will absolutely agree with 
you and other thinkers on this question, but 
the trouble is, the masses are led at the mo 
ment, and have been as long as I can re 
member, by the demagogue who is looking 
for office. To my personal knowledge there 
are at least 4000 miles of new railroad held 
up in various banking houses that under 
ordinary conditions would be under construc 
tion at the present time, and it really seems 
a pity that the country has gone just about 
mad following the notoriety-seekers. * * * 
Anyone who has had any experience knows 
that there has never been a time when the 
railroads have not been a target for the 
notoriety-seekers. Legislatures and juries 
have invariably been prejudiced in their laws 
and decisions. I have in my desk perhaps 
25 flagrant cases where juries have rendered 
most ridiculous decisions against the rail 
roads. Some of these decisions have been 
rendered absolutely without any sense of 
fairness or justice, and, having gone through 
all this sort of thing in a practical way, I 
can qnite understand why the railroads 
have gone to extreme lengths to protect 
themselves.

Westinghouse Lightning Arresters. 

As the result of experiments, the Westing- 
house Electric & Manufacturing Co. of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., has developed an electrolytic 
lightning arrester, which consists of a num- 
ber of aluminum plates pressed into tray 
form so that when set one within the other, 
separated by small insulating washers, they 
may be built into a column capable of with- 
standing high voltages and still retain the 
safety-valve characteristics of a single plate. 
These columns are made in two sizes, one 





fer voltages between 4000 and 7500, the other 
for voltages between 7500 and 15,000. The 
columns are énclosed in substantial stone- 
ware jars. The jars may be mounted one 
upon the other to form arresters for any de- 
sired voltage. -A gap on the line side of the 
electrolytic elements, which will withstand 
the normal voltage of the system, breaks 
down with over-voltage and permits the 
surge to discharge through the electrolytic 
units. The electrolyte is dissolved in pure 
water and poured into the top of the ar- 
rester unit. It thus fills the first tray and 
runs over into the second, and so on through 
the column, the surplus escaping through 
a hole in the bottom of the containing jar 
through the next jar, if there be more than 
one, to the pan at the bottom. The electro- 
lyte fills only the trays, and not the jar, so 
there is no opportunity for the current to 
pass except from tray to tray. Each unit, 
when placed in the pan or on another unit, 
automatically makes contact.’ The electroly- 
tic solution causes a very thin film to form 
on the aluminum plates. This film has an 
apparent resistance of very high value when 
moderate voltages are impressed upon -it, 
but when the voltage reaches a certain value 
it breaks. down in. myriads.of minute punc- 
tures. making almost a short circuit. As 
soon, however, as the voltage is reduced 
again the punctures seal up at once and 
the original high resistance reasserts it- 
self. These arresters are arranged for in- 
stallation either indoors or out, as suits the 
convenience of the user,
